till after the feaſt ofall Saints next comming,of her ſpectall fauour and clemencie, is pleaſed and con- 
tented, to adiourne the ſaid tearme of ſaint Michael. that is toſay, from the vras thereof, vnto Craſtino 
animarum,nert comming. Which her Maieſtie lignifieth to all and ſinguler her louing ſubiects ol this

miniſters, as ſoꝛ that purpoſe her Bateſtie hath thought erpedient, and there to pay, and doe in euery 
behalfe, as though no ſuch Pꝛoclamation ofadiournement had bene hadoꝛ made: any thing mentioned 
inthis p:eſent pꝛoclamation,oꝝ in any wit of adiournement to the contrary.notwithſtanding, Willing | 
and commanding all and euery of her Maieſties officers, miniſters and ſubiects, to whom it doth oꝛ ſhall | 
appertaine,toobſerue and keep their aſſemblies and apparances, with all their returnes and certificats 
in her Dianeſle ſaid Courts at Weſtminſter in Craſtino animacum next comming, then and there to bee 
holden and kept, and there to do their offices and dueties ineuery behalfe, in like manner and fozme as 
they ſhould oꝛ ought to haue done, tf this pzeſent Pꝛoclamation had not bene had oz made, as they will 
ant were to the contrary at their perils.
